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U. Lowell to construct a student center 
and a sports arena

In further attempts to 
become a university of choice, 
the University of Lowell plans 
to construct an 8 thousand seat 
arena on Father Morissette 
Boulevard in Lowell next to the 
Lowell Post Office. 

The arena will be built on 6 
to 7 acres of land dedicated by 
Tenaska Mass, Inc. Tenaska is 
currently seeking approval for a 
55 megawatt gas fired co-gener¬ 
ation plant for the city of Low¬ 
ell. 

According to the Lowell 
Sun, State Senator Paul Sheehy 
pushed through legislation that 
would allow U. Lowell to raise 
funds in the bond market. The 
Health Education Finance 
Agency (HEFA) would then 
allow U. Lowell to use student 
fees to repay the bonds raised 
for the 25 to 30 million dollar 
project. 

“The money to float the 
bonds that would allow us to 
construct the complex will 
come from student fees. . .we 
hope that it is not the only 
source” of funds, said Frederick 
P. Sperounis, Vice President for 
University Relations and Devel¬ 
opment. According to Sperounis 
the student fee increase could 
be as high as four hundred dol¬ 
lars. The increase, however, is 
not expected until “we get to the 
designer level” sometime next 
year. University officials expect 
the new facility to be “up and 
running by 1994,” added Sper¬ 
ounis. 

The push for the arena com¬ 
plex is primarily for the sports 
programs, and the university is 
currently talking to the North 
Atlantic Conference about mov¬ 
ing into Division I AAA. “We 
really have some outstanding 
facility here at U. Lowell, and 
we want the athletic program to 
reflect our academic program,” 
Sperounis said. 

Expansion plans also 


include an olympic-size swim¬ 
ming pool, squash and handball 
courts, and a student center. “I’d 
like to see us develop a really 
competitive Division I swim 
program for women, so that all 
the Division I [athletic pro¬ 
grams aren’t] just for men,” 
Sperounis said, adding that the 
new pool would also allow U. 
Lowell to extend a hand to the 
community and Lowell’s new 
immigrants. 

Another aspect of the expan¬ 
sion project is the renovation of 
the Lawrence Mill Complex 
that will add an additional 500 
thousand square feet of space 
for the engineering and technol¬ 
ogy programs. Sperounis said 
the university is in need of more 
lab space because current facili¬ 
ties were built for 6 thousand 
students where as today the stu¬ 
dent enrollment is 10 thousand. 
The Lawrence Mill Complex 
will be purchased by the state 
next month. 

U. Lowell has the 24th 
largest engineering school in the 
country. “We have a new Dept, 
of Work Environment that’s the 
best in the country—if not the 
world—in the college of engi¬ 
neering,” Sperounis said. “If we 
are going to maintain all the 
professional accreditations in 
the programs that we have-and 
we have them all, Amherst and 
Lowell are the only public 
schools that can say that—we 
have to raise money to maintain 
these accreditations,” Sperounis 
said, referring to the fee 
increase. 

City officials quoted in the 
Lowell Sun said the expansion 
will be part of the “largest sin¬ 
gle development project in the 
city’s history.” 

Although contracts have not 
yet been signed, Lowell City 
Manager James Campbell, 
speaking at the city council 
meeting Nov. 20th, said that the 
city and Tenaska Mass. Inc. 


Fire on Merrimack St.

On Monday November 26, 
at approximately 8pm a fire 
broke out at 722-724 Merri¬ 
mack Street. Several fire 
trucks, including 2 ladders, 3 
engines, 2 pumpers, a rescue 
unit, and a city ambulance and 
numerous police cars responded 
to the two-alarm blaze. The 
fire also forced the closing of 
parts of Merrimack Street. 

The three story building is 
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have engaged in a “good faith 
handshake deal.” Other city 
officials have questioned 
aspects of the project. City 
councilor Robert Kennedy 
expressed concern about tax 
revenue. Councilor Kathleen 
Kelley wants a guarantee the* 
developer will use local labor to 
help with Lowell’s 9% unem¬ 
ployment rate. Currently, the 
permit process for the co-gener¬ 
ation plant is pending city coun¬ 
cil approval. If the plant is 
delayed, it will affect U. Lowell 
adversely because of Tenaska’s 
plans to dedicate land for the 
new U. Lowell arena, according 
to Sperounis. 

“Without these projects the 
university won’t develop the 
kind of role that it could play in 
the lives of the student, and cer¬ 
tainly in the life of the region 
and commonwealth,” said Sper¬ 
ounis, acknowledging that the 
arena is linked to the city’s co¬ 
generation project. 

Tenaska Vice President Gary 
Hoover, commenting to the city 
council, said the developer 
plans to supply U. Lowell facili¬ 
ties, including Fox Hall, the 
arena, and the Lawrence Mill 
Complex, with steam power 
allowing U. Lowell to cease 
burning #6 fuel oil in its boilers. 
This would help reduce toxins 
in the local environment 
because gas is a cleaner source 
of fuel than oil, according to 
Hoover. Tenaska expects to 
begin power contract negotia¬ 
tions with U. Lowell in the next 
30 to 60 days. The plant may be 
operating in the third quarter of 
1993.

The flyer reads “Stop the 
war before it starts, support our 
troops, bring them home..” 
Organizers of the this week¬ 
end’s Anti-Intervention rally in 
Boston are contending that 
events surrounding “Operation 
Desert Shield” are becoming 
uncomfortably similar to those 
of the Vietnam Conflict of the 
Sixties and Seventies. An esti¬ 
mated 5,000 ralliers who agree 
with this point of view are 
expected to converge on the 
Boston Common for a rally 
against “Operation Desert 
Shield.” The ralliers will 
descend on Boston in buses 
from Maine, New Hampshire, 
Rhode Island, and Mas¬ 
sachusetts. 

Composed of seventeen dif¬ 
ferent peace organizations the 
Emergency Coalition for Peace 
Justice and Non-Intervention in 
the Middle East (ECPJNM), is 
working hard on supporting the 
rally and this issue. The coali¬ 
tion is composed of groups such 
as the American Service Friends 
Group(ASFG) and the Boston 
Mobilization Force Revival, 
(the founding organization of 
the Coalition). 

According to the coalition, 
ralliers will gather at Copley 
Square at 12:30pm.

Rally, followed by a march to 
the Boston Common at 1:30pm. 
From 2:30pm to 4:00pm several 
speakers will provide informa¬ 
tion outlining the basis for the 
Coalition’s concern over the 
Middle East issue. 

The main speaker will be 
Daniel Ellsbarg. the former 
defense and state department 
official who revealed the Pen¬ 
tagon papers.

Governance Committee because 
they were introduced or second¬ 
ed by a non—official member 
of senate, the Senate discussed 
the conference in depth though 
it had passed through once.

Senator 
Pete Anton said after the meet¬ 
ing^ was angered that some 
senators tried to use this as an 
opportunity to strike down the 
M.U.S.I.C. conference even 
though it had passed the first 
time.”

Also included in the meet¬ 
ing was the resignation of Greg 
Anderson from senate, the 
appointment of Scott Baetz to 
FinCom, and a motion passed 
that attempts to insure that clubs 
are not being pushed to hold 
academically required events. 


The Coalition feels that 
events are occurring far to 
quickly in the Middle East, and 
that President Bush is overstep¬ 
ping his limitations in this mat¬ 
ter. 

The Connector spoke with 
Isam Masser, staff member of 
the Boston Mobilization Force 
Revival, a founding organiza¬ 
tion of the Coalition. 

According to Mr Masser 
“We have a clear message that 
we want the White House and 
also the media to get. The 
media has been basically dis¬ 
missing the voice of the opposi¬ 
tion to war in this country. We 
want the troops to come back 
home to the United States. We 
want the Bush Administration 
to negotiate towards a peaceful 
settlement for the whole con¬ 
flict. By sending troops there 
we are escalating the chances of 
war.” 

In regards to the United 
States reaction to the Middle 
East Situation Mr. Masser said, 
“We support the United Nations 
Embargo against Iraq, with the 
except of food and medicine. 
We think the embargo and sanc¬ 
tions need time to work. We 
oppose the invasion of Kuwait 
by Iraq, but we don’t think that 
by sending troops, by the Unit¬ 
ed States, and mainly it is the 
United States who is sending 
troops and trying to escalate the 
situation [is acceptable]. We 
feel that the Iraqi at this point 
has been willing and has made 
several attempts for peace pro¬ 
posals. and has been willing to 
negotiate. That was immediate¬ 
ly dismissed by the United 
States. We think that there is a 
real chance of settlement if only 
the US reduces the armed forces 
buildup in the Middle East.”

ARA Food service m-ffl be 
overseeing tbe franchise on 
campus. The cost to ARA wiD 
be S60.000 plus a $6,000 up 
front franchise fee to bring the 
service to campus. 

Presently, the university 
receives 12% of all cash sales 
from ARA. However, under 
the proposal from ARA, this 
percentage would be reduced to 
5% for university to accommo¬ 
date a 7% commission required 
by Pizza Hut. This reduction 
would be for the Pizza Hut 
sales only. 

A small pizza stand will be 
built on campus pending 
approval of the proposed Pizza 
Hut by the deans and student 
leaders. ARA is estimating 
revenues of $100,000 per 
school year from the franchised 
pizza sales on campus. 

The proposed site for the 
Pizza Hut stand is in the 
Southwick Commuter Lounge 
on north campus. ARA also 
plans to purchase pizza ovens 
so the pizza can be cooked right 
on campus. The space of the 
pizza stand will be no bigger 
than the already established “La 
Carte” and services of the “La 
Carte” will be continues 
through the pizza stand. 

Commuters will be the 
largest targeted group for pizza 
sales. Resident students with a 
meal plan will be able to use 
points to buy Pizza Hut pizza. 

The Connector polled the 
students of Lowell earlier this 
year, questioning their support 
for the troops in the Middle 
East. At the beginning of this 
week, the Connector asked sev¬ 
eral other students how they felt 
about the upcoming rally. 

“The moral of the troops is 
the main concern. A rally is 
completely inappropriate at this 
time. Especially when the 
troops need our support.” said 
Steve Anstey. 

“I don’t feel that the current 
situation merits a rally of oppo¬ 
sition. In fact, the very act of a 
rally makes this conflict much 
larger than it really is. In terms 
of the current build of troops, I 
think that a large show of force 
could easily eliminate the very 
possibility of a war. No one 
picks a fight with someone 
when they have absolutely no 
chance of success.” said Mark 
Essex. 

“A rally is just the thing. To 
think of how many men that 
might die is ridiculous. Hey, 
[the price of] oil and gas is high, 
but how high is the price of 
life?” said Shawn Manny. 

The Connector made 
attempts to contact the Army 
ROTC officer, and local mili¬ 
tary offices. The Marine Corps 
office in Boston responded with 
“Marines don’t make the law, 
they just implement it.” and 
referred the Connector to their 
Public Relations Officer. Lt. 
Lyman in New York. He stated 
‘“The best wav to find out how 
they (the troops) will react is to 
go there [to Saudi Arabia].”

Non-intervention student 
rally to be held in Copley 


Mohawks visit UL Native 
American Outreach Org.

Last week Arthur and Mari¬ 
na Diabo, two Mohawk Indians 
from the Kahnawake Reserve in 
Canada, visited the U. Lowell 
Native American Outreach 
Organization (NAOO). They 
brought hundreds of news arti¬ 
cles. a news video, and a chill¬ 
ing story of a near civil war 
between Mohawk warriors and 
the Canadian military . 

The dispute centers on the 
expansion of a golf course by 
the city of Oka last summer. 
Oka, Canada, a small town 
about 18 miles west of Montre¬ 
al, was the site of the conflict. 
The Oka town council, headed 
by Mayor Jean Ouellet, decided 
to expand a 9 hole golf course. 
According to the Mohawks, the 
expansion would encroach on 
an ancient Mohawk burial 
ground, the Pine Tree Ceme¬ 
tery. 

In March 1990 Mohawk 
warriors from the Kanasetake 
Reserve protested the expan¬ 
sion by blockading a small dirt 
road off Highway 344. The 
Oka town council asked the 
court to force the Indians to 
remove the barricades. The 
Indians refused. Arthur Diabo 
says “Mohawks never surren¬ 
der.” 

In July approximately 100 
Quebec Provincial Police Offi¬ 
cers attacked the Mohawk barri¬ 
cade. The Indians, well armed 
with small arms and AK-47 
rifles, more than held their own, 
forcing the police to retreat. 
The battle left one police officer 
dead. 

Tensions heightened, and, in 
a show of solidarity the Kah- 
nawak (Mohawks from another 
reserve) seized control of the 
Mercier Bridge, a major artery 
running into Montreal. Com¬ 
muters were forced to travel 5 
hours rather than the usual 30 
minutes. The Indians threat¬ 
ened to blow up the bridge if 
the attacks continued. After 
negotiations broke down several 
times, the Canadian Govern¬ 
ment ordered 5 thousand army 
troops-complete with armored 
personal carriers, automatic 
weapons, tear gas, and percus¬ 
sion grenades-to secure both 
reserves. The military surround¬ 
ed the Mohawks. 

Diabo said Canadian war 
jets buzzed the reserves at 
supersonic speed and that “all 
air traffic’within a 5 mile radius 
was off limits to commercial 
traffic.. .it was a military opera¬ 
tion,” he added. When asked 
about the legality of these 
flights Diabo responded, of “of 
course its illegal, but if the gov¬ 
ernment does it, it’s legal.” 

The Mohawks realized they 
would not survive a battle with 


5 thousand of Canada’s finest. 
Canada, on the other hand, real¬ 
ized that 2 million Indians 
spread throughout the country 
could do substantial damage 
through sabotage. Both sided 
realized the futility of the con¬ 
flict and settled. The govern¬ 
ment, promising no golf course 
would be built, purchased the 
land in question from an owner 
in France for 3 million dollars. 
The government also promised 
to dedicate the land to the Indi¬ 
ans if the they gave up their 
positions. Both sides agreed, 
but Canada did not return to 
normal. “We’ll never be the 
same, Diabo said sadly, “more 
troops were sent to the reserve 
than were sent to the Persian 
Gulf.” 

Although saddened by the 
conflict, Diabo doesn’t appear 
angry or bitter. He’s a calm, 
gentle, peaceful man. He’s a 
man who fought in Vietnam to 
save the world from Commu¬ 
nism, took serious wounds, and 
now has to fight for his people 
against a Democratic, non-vio¬ 
lent Canada. “In Vietnam heli¬ 
copters meant help, not here,” 
he said. Diabo says he is a 
moderate Mohawk who has 
integrated into the western 
white lifestyle, but he also says 
this experience has brought 
back his Indian roots. 

Joe Dalphond, President of 
the Merrimack Valley Vietnam 
Veterans Inc., and a friend of 
Diabo said “when I heard what 
was going on, I couldn’t believe 
my ears.” Dalphond and the 
Merrimack Valley Vietnam Vets 
were instrumental players in 
NAOO’s food and clothing 
drive last winter. Supplies were 
sent to the Indians living in 
third world poverty at Wounded 
Knee, South Dakota. “Joe 
always supports the underdog,” 
said Diabo. Indeed, Delphond 
personally drove the 18 wheeler 
to South Dakota. 

Indians have been fighting 
land grabs and massacres by the 
whites since 1492, and Diabo 
said “our ancestors went 
through the same thing but with 
different issues.” 

In Diabo's news video, one 
can clearly hear a white Canadi¬ 
an mob screaming “savages,” as 
they stone a 60 car convoy of 
old men, women, and children 
being evacuated from the 
reserve. The police, perhaps 
intimidated by the size of the 
mob, simply watched. 

Racism, erupting into vio¬ 
lence, is evident in Diabo’s 
video. “What kind of people 
are you? asks a young Mohawk 
woman as gas and percussion 
bombs explode around her, 
“there are young children here.” 


rence. Many reserve units 
throughout the United States 
have been activated to support 
Operation Desert Shield in 
some manner — many of which 
have not been activated since 
the Korean or Vietnam War. At 
the University of Lowell fifteen 
students have already been acti¬ 
vated and several more have 
standby status. 

According to Dean Taylor 
the students will be evaluated 
by their instructors to receive

The students will be 
given a withdrawal designation 
on their transcripts and full 
refund for those courses which 
the student can not be graded in.

When you see the name John Hughes you 
know it is going to be good, the only question is 
how good. Written and produced by Hughes, 
directed by Chris Columbus (Adventures in 
Babysitting ), and starring Macaulay Culkin (pre¬ 
viously from Uncle Buck) as Kevin McCallister 
this film hits on all eight cylinders. It is not Oscar 
material but it doesn't try to be; it is a funtastical 
look at an eight year old that gets what he thinks 
he wants ~ and how he deals with it once he has 
it. 

The movie begins by developing the tension 
between Kevin and his family, showing how 
‘totally neglected' he is. In a rage he yells at his 
mother (played by Catherine O'Hara) that he 
wishes he was all alone without any family. She 
tells him that he shouldn't say that and that some¬ 
day he’d wish he'd never said it. After a power 
outage in the night the family rushes out of the 
house, forgetting Kevin and leaving him to think 
his wish hadn't come true. 

The film takes us into his eight-year-old reality, 
the absolute ecstasy of a wish come true and the 
psychoses of being eight.

enjoyed one. At first glance this is a film about 
the conquering of the frontier and the decimation 
of the Native American. At second glance it is 
much more. It is an epic of the growth of a man 
from a suicidal Civil War soldier to a man of rare 
conviction and integrity. The story of how John 
Dunbar becomes Dances with Wolves. 

Along the way we have the opportunity to see 
some amazing scenery, meet a bright horse (who 
supplies most of the comedic interlude), meet the 
mysterious wolf who supplies Dunbar with his 
Sioux name, and get to know a few Sioux 
Indians. Among the more interesting are a hot¬ 
headed warrior called Wind in his Hair, and 
Kicking Bird, the wise medicine man. Most 
intriguing, however, is Stands with a Fist, a pas¬ 
sionate white woman adopted by Kicking Bird as 
a child and raised in the tribe. Her story unfolds 
sporadically through the movie - but never com¬ 
pletely — which makes her even more interest¬ 
ing. In fact, Costner never bothers to tell us much 
about his John Dunbar either. All we know 
about him is what we see on the screen — a 
Union soldier who inexplicably wants to see the 
frontier before it disappears. Some people may 
not like this technique, but I enjoyed it. The 
characterizations were so rich that I didn't need to 
know all kinds of details to know the characters. 

Although Costner does an admirable job with 
nearly every aspect of the film, he reaches his 
limit with the pacing. It is uneven and heavy in 
places. Judging by the main events, Costner has 
taken to heart the old adage that "trouble always 
comes in threes." All trouble is serious out on 
the frontier, and all bad guys are really bad. This 
picture contains some of the most graphically vio¬ 
lent scenes I have ever seen. They're appropriate 
to the movie, but I had a hard time watching 
them. 

The movie is sad, there is no doubt about that. 
It revolves around some of the saddest events in 
American history. But the story of John Dunbar 
is uplifting. If you're looking for a movie that 
grabs you from the first scene and holds onto you 
for a few days. Dances with Wolves is a great 
candidate. 


Album Review: Exhorder 
“Slaughter in the Vatican” 

Exhorder come from the 
swampy depths of the South 
with a heavy, Sepultura-like 
sound and a hate for religion. 
Although neither of these two 
things reek of groundbreaking 
originality, Exhorder have com¬ 
bined them into the ground- 
shattering “Slaughter in the 
Vatican,” an essential buy for 
the heavy-duty thrasher. The 
disc (we at the Connector have 
nothing but the latest digital 
music) starts with a hellish, 
swelling intro that turns into 
“Death in Vain,” about being 
buried alive due to someone 
else’s error, and moves on to 
“Homicide,” one of the disc’s 
best tracks. Exhorder do a 
good job of combining songs 
that make social and anti-reli¬ 
gious statements and songs that 
don't, like “Desecrator,” a con¬ 
demnation of religion, and 
“Anal Lust," which is a theme 
you can surely figure out! The 
title track “Slaughter in the 
Vatican” rounds out the disc’s 
nine songs. Exhorder won't set 
any records for being original, 
but they are a force worth 
ckecking out!

“Hot, Nice and Nasty” 

If I didn't know better. I’d 
think this was a tape of outtakes 
from Motley Crue’s “Too Fast 
for Love” sessions. The first 
side of “Hot...” opens with 
“Love Reaction” and then 
“Cocked & Loaded”. “Spend 
the Night” follows, a decent 
ballad-type thing, and rocker 
“Body Talk” finishes the side. 
“Hot, Nice and Nasty” starts off. 
side B, and quickly blows away 
side A, with an uptempo beat 
and some cool riffs. Next are 
“Diamond in the Rough” and 
“Sweet 16,” not particularly 


original but pretty straightfor¬ 
ward and entertaining. The 
excellent “Pissed Off!!!” finish¬ 
es the tape. 

There are some flaws with 
Witch Bonnie that hide their 
true talents. First, there is an 
extreme lack of originality on 
“Hot...,” in both style and song¬ 
writing. Second, singer 
Gomez’s vocal style is identical 
to early Vince Neil, and drum¬ 
mer Skot’s talents are hidden 
behind poor drum production. 
The whole tape, in fact, has a 
hollow, underproduced sound. 

Hopefully, Witch Bonnie 
will get it together—they have 
too much potential to let it go to 
waste.

defined, in the federal regula¬ 
tions, is any person who either 
(1) has a physical or mental 
impairment which substantially 
impairs one or more major life 
activity; (2) has a record of 
such an impairment; (3) is 
regarded as having such an 
impairment. This comprehen¬ 
sive definition includes persons 
who traditionally have not been 
regarded as handicapped. The 
term “major life activity” 
includes such activities as 
walking, hearing, self-care, 
learning, working, and perform¬ 
ing manual tasks. The impair¬ 
ment maybe either permanent 
or temporary. 

Disabled students on a cam¬ 
pus present an exciting chal¬ 
lenge to all aspects of 
academia. In the present 
decade, many of the colleges 
and universities are striving to 
meet the challenge of the dis¬ 
abled. It has forced them to 
take a hard look at what they 
claim are their ideals, their 
philosophies, their values, their 
principles, and their attitudes. 
Meeting the challenge will be 
stimulating in that it can help 
them to break out of the old 
thought patterns for problem 
solving and lead to creative and 
imaginative approaches to deal¬ 
ing with the difficulties, not 
only of having increased num¬ 
bers of the disabled students on 
campus, but also of the myriad 
of problems facing colleges and 
universities.

Is it the soldiers' fault?

Well, it took a little longer than I expected, but some¬ 
one finally dragged a few peace-nik hippies from the 
60's out of the closet (the ones that didn't become yup¬ 
pies), dusted them off, and have put them up on a podi¬ 
um to rally the younger generation around the new 
peace movement. 

1 certainly support peace in the Middle East; I'm the 
last person to advocate an armed conflict. I don't trust 
Mr. "I don’t need Congress to declare war" Bush any 
farther than I can spit him. And I'd be the first one out 
on the anti-war battleground except for one thing. 
Although I'm just barely old enough to remember, I do 
remember Vietnam and the peace movement of the 
early seventies. 1 remember news footage of dirty, 
long-haired hippies mobbing, cursing, and spitting on 
soldiers returned from Asia. 

Most of these soldiers were young men who were 
drafted and whose conscience wouldn't allow them to 
run to Canada. In many cases they were even less 
happy about the atrocities being conducted in Vietnam 
than the leaders of the peace movement -- after all they 
were the ones who had to commit them. So many of 
these men are now casualties not of the war, but of the 
peace movement and the guilt of a nation heaped on 
them by it. Their M.A.S.H.'s are the homeless shelters, 
drug clinics, and V.A. hospitals across the nation. 

The Vietnam peace movement blamed the soldiers for 
the government’s mistakes. Will the Middle East peace 
movement do the same? 

This holiday season over 250,000 troops are stationed 
in the middle of the desert. Most are living in tents; a 
few lucky ones live in buildings. All of them are drink¬ 
ing hot, foul-tasting water, eating sand, and battling the 
scorpions that plague them like cockroaches. Although 
they know that they aren't forgotten, they feel that way. 
Mail call is like Christmas for them — even if it con¬ 
tains only a letter addressed to Any Service Man. 

The ULowell Bookstore has donated a bunch of cards 
to the South Campus S.I.C. Please come by and fill one 
or more out. The S.I.C. will mail them to Any Service 
Person — and they will be deeply appreciated. If anyone 
would like to put together a package to send over, those 
will be accepted also. It's best to keep them small, as 
they'll get over quicker. The women have been largely 
forgotten and would appreciate any kind of cosmetics or 
personal hygiene products. But send pump sprays 
instead of aerosol — the aerosol cans explode in the 
planes on the way over. The soldiers also want flea col¬ 
lars and flea spray to battle the sand fleas. Drop by the 
S.I.C. for a list of items. 

Please support the servicemen and women in Saudi 
Arabia, even if you do not support the reasons for which 
they are there. Let's not make the same mistake twice.

Give democracy a try - it works 


In the last week President 
Bush took steps which indicate 
that he is abandoning efforts to 
achieve a peaceful resolution of 
the crisis in Kuwait. Although 
his committment to the eco¬ 
nomic boycott as the sole 
means for forcing withdrawal 
by Saddam Hussein has been 
waning for months, his latest 
actions constitute a clear break 
from the policies supported by 
the international community 
through UN resolutions. 

By initiating a program which 
will result in an additional 
240,000 troops in Saudi Arabia 
by January i and bring the total 
deployment to 500,000, the 
president has created a force 
capable of launching an offen¬ 
sive operation against Iraqi 
troops. 

Tnis reality, combined with 
the commencement of US mili¬ 
tary maneuvers just twenty 
miles from the Kuwaiti border, 
indicated that the president has 
declared that war with Iraq is 
preferable to waiting for the 
economic embargo of its toll. 

Launching an offensive 
against Iraq would be a tragic 
mistake. 

The results of a war would be 
at least 10,000 American sol¬ 
diers dead, all the hostages 
killed, hundreds of thousands of 
Kuwaitis killed, hundreds of 
thousands of Iraqi soldiers and 
civilians killed, the Gulf oil 
fields in ruins, and a major eco¬ 
nomic depression in the US 
with more millions losing their 
jobs. 

Other probable consequences 
include the collapse of the 
economies of oil dependent 


poorer countries in Eastern 
Europe and the Third World, 
resulting in the deaths of mil¬ 
lions from starvation and tur¬ 
moil. Possible consequences 
include the involvement of 
Israel - an attack of Iraqi mis¬ 
siles on Tel Aviv and 
Jerusalem, followed by an 
attack on Baghdad perhaps by 
one of the 200 Israeli nuclear 
warheads. 

Negotiations offer a much 
better alternative. 

Our objectives within the 
negotiations ought to be the 
complete withdrawal of Iraqi 
soldiers and personnel from 
Kuwait and the restoration of a 
legitimate Kuwaiti government. 

Iraqi objectives might be set¬ 
tling disputes surrounding the 
common Rumaila oil field and 
secret Kuwaiti dumping of oil 
above their agreed upon quota, 
and the calling of a regional 
peace conference. 

While clearly very controver¬ 
sial, the calling of a regional 
peace conference to discuss 

f iermanent acceptance of an 
sraeli state, and the status of 
the occupied territories in 
Lebanon, Syria, the West Bank 
and Gaza would not preclude 
any solutions and would pro¬ 
vide a better forum than the 
continuation of present policies. 

Getting there is half the fun. 
We must convince out two Sen¬ 
ators and our Representative to 
do the following: 

1. They must publicly and 
unmistakably speak for negotia¬ 
tions and against war. 

2. They must speak out 
strongly for continuation of 
economic sanctions currently in 


place as the only means to 
achieve a just and peaceful res¬ 
olution of the crisis. 

3. To vote against a declara¬ 
tion of war or face defeat in the 
next elections. 

4. To pursue impeachment 
proceedings against President 
Bush if US forces are used in 
combat without a declaration 
of war. 

You may how you can influ¬ 
ence congress - start with call¬ 
ing your Representative’s local 
office. This may seem like a 
difficult and daring thing to do 
but in fact it is quite easy and 
gratifying. The people at the 
other end of the line are inter¬ 
ested in your opinion because 
you are a potential voter. No 
one will expect you to know all 
the answers or question your 
expertise. Because so few actu¬ 
ally call, your voice will speak 
for a thousand. 

If you have concerns about 
what a war between the US and 
Iraq could mean to the world 
and you, take the first step. The 
Representative for the Lowell 
area is Congressman Chet 
Atkins. His local office number 
is 459-0101. Give his office a 
call and make your opinions 
known. That is why he’s there. 

Students living in their 
towns can find their Represen¬ 
tative’s office number in the 
blue pages of their telephone 
book. 

Democracy works - 
why not give it a try.

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The Iraq issue continues 


War between the US and Iraq 
is increasingly likely. It will 
have to happen before February, 
while the deserts is cool. It will 
be very bloody, and unpre¬ 
dictable like all wars. 

The war may become nuclear. 
Saddam Hussein is brutal, but at 
this point he does not have 
nuclear weapons. Iraq has 
signed the nuclear non-prolifer¬ 
ation treaty (Israel hasn’t) and 
offered to let international 
inspectors look at all its nuclear 
plants. I hear from knowledge¬ 
able and reliable sources that 
senior US military officers are 
actively considering a surgical 
nuclear strike on Baghdad. 
Frankly, I’m scared. 

The good news is, a fair diplo¬ 
matic settlement is still possi¬ 
ble. The borders of Iraq were 
drawn after World War I, to 
keep Iraq virtually landlocked. 
A senior former American offi¬ 
cial talked this fall to senior 


Iraqi officials, and was told that 
Iraq would withdraw from 
Kuwait if it could have two 
practically uninhabited islands 
on the coast. It’s not clear if the 
Iraqi government is sincere in 
this offer, but a senior US offi¬ 
cial said the offer (if sincere) is 
“serious and negotiable.” 

Not only would the war kill 
thousands (millions?), but the 
price of oil would skyrocket. I 
urge the following: 

1. the US should immediately 
stop deploying offensive forces 
and stop demonizing Saddam. 

2. Before declaring war. 
Congress should conduct round- 
the-clock hearings on such key 
topics as: the real casualties on 
all sides if war happens; likely 
Iraq retaliatory attacks on Israel, 
Saudi Arabia, etc; US military 
aid to Iraq before the August 
invasion of Kuwait; US ignor¬ 
ing Saddam's threats to Kuwait 
before the invasion; oil conserv¬ 


ing plans. 

3. The US should should fully 
support diplomatic initiatives 
and the economic embargo of 
Iraq. The embargo has begun to 
take hold, but its full effects will 
take time. We can all afford to 
be patient. 

I urge readers to show their 
concern—this affects every 
American.

This scenario is 
not fiction. There’s more: 

“I think that the value of see¬ 
ing how the system works, and 
how to change it, is more 
important than the education 
you get in classrooms. That 
political education is worth dis¬ 
rupting or maybe even ending 
classes.” 

Would you want a person with 
such twisted ideas of priorities 
to write your laws? She almost 
did, for these views came from 
Barbara Anderson at the SGA 
sponsored Question 3 debate. 
Barbara Anderson incited anger 
among the masses, then fun- 
neled that anger in favor of her 
petition. 

Americans investigate issues 
for as long as it takes television 
reporters to report them; we 
care only when it is fashionable 
to care. We care for three 
whales who get stuck under ice 
in natural conditions. We send 
ships to free them, and applaud 
the Soviets for their help. But 
do we try to stop whaling with 
one tenth the same effort after 
the whales are freed? We rally 
as a nation around television 
sets to find out whether that girl 
who fell in the well was saved 
yet, but turn our heads when an 
underprivileged girl asks for a 
quarter for food, be it in the 
subway or from the statehouse 
through .welfare. 

What this national mentality 
has given birth to in politics is 
the sound bite. If one candidate 
can incite our anger against 
something in less time than the 
other, make it fashionable to 
care, he wins. If one candidate 
can make us feel good about 


ourselves through television, he 
wins. Aren’t issues important 
anymore? 

No. We cry fowl to candidates 
who use negative campaigns; 
we say “stick to the issues.” But 
not one candidate will obey that 
order until we obey it ourselves. 
It is common knowledge to a 
high school history student that 
the writers of our constitution 
intended only male land owners 
to vote. Their restrictions were 
not bom from racism and sex¬ 
ism but from wisdom. In those 
more racist times, only male 
land owners were politically 
aware. That same wisdom 
would not hold true now, of 
course. The problem today is 
not that women are more unin¬ 
formed than men, but that we 
all have no idea what we’re vot¬ 
ing for. 

The fault rests not in the 
media. True, television often 
leads rather than informs. But 
America relies only on televi¬ 
sion, because only television 
can “inform” them in the short 
attention span we have for an 
issue. So television is given all 
awesome responsibility for our 
awareness. How can the media 
completely avoid leading some¬ 
one who has not the attention 
span to see both sides of the 
issue? 

Democracy in theory is a per¬ 
fect system. But in practice, too 
often the members of a demo¬ 
cratic society become lax, and 
take for granted the freedom of 
knowledge by forgetting to 
know. We’re watching Commu¬ 
nism fall. Communism is also a 
working system of government 
in theory. But its short comings- 
trust in the few who had power 
and the corruption such power 
gave birth to- led to its demise. 

If we Americans continue to 
lead to carefree, moral-less lives 
we are so comfortable with, 
we’ll see our own government 
fall as well. Plato theorized that 
a community’s problems would 
not be solved until ihb politi¬ 
cians become philosophers. In 
America, we are all politicians; 
we all have a little say in how to 
run the country. Start thinking, 
America.

another disease that smoking causes 
is bronchitis, which affects lungs by 
reducing their elasticity and there¬ 
fore reduces the ability to inhale 
and exhale properly. Smokers’ risk 
of death from bronchitis and 
emphysema is from 6.5 - 15 times 
that of non-smokers. Smoking also 
promotes dental problems such as 
receding gums, tooth deca, bad 
breath, and discoloration of teeth. 

Not all smoking damage is per¬ 
manent if the smoker stops before 
excessive lung or heart damage is 
caused. The sooner you quit, the

Racist comments? 

On Friday, November 9th I picked up a copy of 
the University of Lowell’s newspaper. The Con¬ 
nector. One article, which immediately aroused 
my interest, was titled “Students Accuse Lowell 
Police of Brutality”. Upon reading the article, I 
became concerned about its racist point of view, 
which I feel is unfit for an institution of higher 
learning. 

The article contained a reenactment of the inci¬ 
dent from the point of view of the roommate of 
one of the students involved, in which two Lowell 
police officers were accused of using force in 
arresting 3 ULowell students. Included in this 
reenactment were the races of both police offi¬ 
cers, one black and the other white, with the 
omission of the races of the students. The article 
described one officer as a “white male” and the 
other as a “very large black man”, which shows a 
lack of respect and inconsistency with choice of 
adjectives. The article goes on to describe the 
force used by one of the police officers without 
indicating which of the two acted forcefully in

making the arrests. 

Race is irrelevant, unless the writer and infor¬ 
mant are advocating this as a racially motivated 
incident. In this case this should be made clear to 
the reader. In my opinion, this article draws 
unsupported parallels between race and perfor¬ 
mance. It continues the association of African 
Americans with violence, even when they are a 
part of the law enforcement. 

I do not advocate violence as a means to an end 
by anyone, no matter what his or her particular 
role may be. If either of these officers is guilty of 
such behavior, then he should be dealt with 
accordingly without the mention of their race. It 
is yellow journalism, such as this article, that I 
object to, which fosters and initiates racial ten¬ 
sions on a campus which has had less than an 
applaudable track record in dealing with racial 
diversity. 

I, as a student of this institution and reader of 
this paper, am outraged.

If the out¬ 
side air is cold and one breathes 
warm air into the instrument, 
the pitch rises, just as when one 
stops playing, the instrument 


cools. Needless to say, the 
more the extremes in tempera¬ 
ture, the harder it is to get 75 
people to play in tune at the 
same time. Also, as the show 
continues, everyone is playing, 
and all the instruments are 
warming up. The only way to 
fix this “problem” is to listen 
harder to each other and bend 
the notes accordingly, not an 
easy adjustment to make, but 
one that was necessary! 

The Bands that preceded us 
were high-school bands. One 
distinction which the Marching 
Chiefs feel very strongly about 
making is the difference 
between a high-school level 
performance, and a college 
level performance. Our first 
performance certainly clarified 
this point to all who were pre¬ 
sent, but the second perfor¬ 
mance wiped away any doubts 
that were left.

Steve Lane poured in 15 
points and Juice Smith added 
13 as the Chiefs defeated Bent¬ 
ley College 76-69 in Costello 
Gym on Tuesday evening. 
Lowell increased their record to 
2-2 and 2-1 at home. 

"It was pretty ugly", said 
forward Liam Scully. But, it 
was a win. The Chiefs shot a 
poor 38.6% from the floor 
which wasn't as bad as Bentley 
College which connected on 
only a pitiful 37.6%. 

Lowell took a six point 
lead into halftime on a buzzer 
beating 3-point bucket by Juice. 
The 1st five minutes of the sec¬ 
ond half were dictated by a 
strong Chief offense.

Along with Lane and Smith, 
great performances were also 
turned in by AJ Hoff (14 points, 
7 rebounds and 2 steals) and 
Willie Collins (12 points and 6 
rebounds). 

Some early surprises for the 
Chiefs this season would have 
to be the outstanding play from 
Juice Smith and Willie Collins. 
"We need a scorer to come off 
the bench," says Van Gundy.

Smith is 
averaging 14.5 ppg and 5.3 rpg 
off the bench.

Normand Bazin got the 
game winner early in the third 
putting Lowell up 3-1. Kent 
answered back only 12 seconds 
later making it 3-2.

Lowell played 
some excellent hockey in the 
first two periods receiving only

Sunday was revenge for the 
Chiefs. Lowell got on the 


board quickly when center

Swimming Preview 


The dawn of the 1990’s 
brings renewed enthusiasm to 
veteran coach Dick Kenney and 
the University of Lowell swim¬ 
ming program. The youthful 
Chiefs may have their strongest 
lineup since the early 1980’s 
when Kenney coached four All- 
Americans who led the team 
through its most successful 
period. 

Ten lettermen return from 
last year’s squad which ended a 
string of three 1-9 seasons with 
a 4-5 record including first-ever 
wins against Springfield and 
Central Connecticut. At the 
center of this year’s potential 
are Kenney’s “Four Horse¬ 
men,” juniors Scott dayman, 
Rob Holt, and Peter McCarron, 
and sophomore John Jakubek, 
and a promising freshman class. 
Tri-captains Mark Garneau, 
Paul Hession, and Mark Rebil- 
lard, and Ed Doherty, who did 
not compete last year, are the 
only seniors on the 21-man ros¬ 
ter. There are four juniors, 
seven sophomores, and six 
freshman. 

The young talent will 
replace graduates Mike Boswell 
and Tom Tiano, last year’s top 
two point scorers. Boswell, a 
sprinter and 1990 most valuable 
swimmer, and Tiano, a middle 
distance specialist and two-time 
most valuable swimmer, were 
among the five lettermen the 
Chiefs lost. 

Anchored by the “Four 
Horsemen”, ULowell will be 
most competitive in the individ¬ 
ual medley and stroke events. 
All four could be finalists in 
any event and are vital to help¬ 
ing restore respect to the pro¬ 
gram. The freshman class, one 
of the best in Kenney’s twelve 
years, was recruited to build the 


sprint, middle distance and div¬ 
ing events. Freshmen sprinters 
Greg Giandomenico and Neil 
Sullivan, middle distance new¬ 
comer Peter Gallagher, and 
diver Eric Broadhurst could 
make an immediate impact. 

Kenney says a winning 
record is not out of the ques¬ 
tion, but the Chiefs will have to 
avoid injuries and pull off an 
upset or two against a difficult 
schedule that includes Babson, 
Northeastern, Southern Con¬ 
necticut, Springfield, and Tufts. 
The coach was pleased with last 
year’s showing at the New Eng¬ 
land Intercollegiate Swimming 
Association (NEISA)’ meet and 
thinks the Chiefs could have a 
few finalists this year. 

The Chiefs best chances for 
high NEISA finishes are in the 
IM and strokes, dayman. Holt 
and Jakubek are all capable of 
breaking Joe Vicedomine’s 
school IM records of 2:01.31 in 
the 200m and 4:15.30 in the 
400m. dayman was the Chiefs 
top finisher in the NEISA 200m 
IM (2:05.83) and is a reliable 
competitor and strong finisher. 

McCarron, one of four 
Chiefs to score over 100 points 
last year, has the size and 
strength of a premier butterfly- 
er. dayman and Hession will 
also see action in the event. 
Kenney says Holt is the best 
breaststroker he has coached 
since NEISA record holder 
Don Jensen (1979-83). Includ¬ 
ing freshmen Ricky Wong, 
Giandomenico and Sullivan, 
the breaststroke is one of 
ULowell’s deepest events. 
Jakubek, ULowell’s best all- 
around swimmer and top 
returning point scorer, leads a 
solid backstroke group which 
features returnees Mark Gari- 


pay, Ed Doherty and newcomer 
Gallagher. 

Two of the top recruits, 
Giadomenico and Sullivan, 
have the ability to turn an 
untested freestyle sprint group 
into a pleasant surprise. Cap¬ 
tains Mark Rebillard and Paul 
Hession will be relied upon to 
score in the sprints. Rebillard. 
part of the depth in the sprints 
last year, will assume a leader¬ 
ship role as the top returning 
sprinter. Hession is academi¬ 
cally ineligible for the first 
semester and will give the 
Chiefs a versatile and clutch 
performer when he returns in 
January. 

Gallagher is an excellent 
replacement for Tiano in the 
middle distances, but questions 
concerning the distance events 
remain. It would be a big 
bonus if Captain Mark Garneau 
returns from health problems. 
If not, Kenney has security with 
the Four Horsemen. There are 
several possible relay combina¬ 
tions and the Chiefs could be 
particularly strong in the med¬ 
ley relay. Several returning 
swimmers were parts of the 200 
free, 200 medley and 800 free 
relay teams that set school 
records at last year’s NEISA 
meet. 

A major reason the Chiefs 
were more competitive last sea¬ 
son was their scoring in the div¬ 
ing events. For the first time 
since 1986-87, ULowell com¬ 
peted in the diving events and 
Dunkan Gould, Jim Puccio, and 
Chris Beganski return this sea¬ 
son. Brian Nastasi , the Chiefs 
top scoring diver last season, 
should return in January after 
sitting out a semester for aca¬ 
demic reasons. Broadhurst has 
the potential to be one of the 
program’s best divers ever 
according to Kenney. 


Wrestling Preview 


Coming off an 8-9 season 
that produced a third place fin¬ 
ish in the NCAA Regionals and 
the program’s first All-Ameri¬ 
can, the University of Lowell 
Chiefs head into the 1990-91 
season with the same strengths 
and weaknesses of a year ago. 

Thirteen lettermen return to 
third-year coach Marty Lynch’s 
squad this season led by tri-cap¬ 
tains Jim Kennedy, Bob Mili- 
nazzo, and Gary Nolan. The 
Chiefs will again be strong 
through the middle weights 
(142-150-158-167), but lack 
depth at each end of the weight 
class spectrum. If the Chiefs 
are healthy. Lynch can put out a * 
formidable lineup that could 
produce the team’s first 
winning season since Brian 
Urquhart's 1987-88 team was 
9-9. 

Lynch feels the keys to the 
team’s season will be the per¬ 
formances of a couple of fresh¬ 
men and a transfer who have 
been added to the roster. The 
coach feels he has a good group 
of upperclassmen who will lend 
some leadership and experience 
to the younger team members. 
Depth at some weights will be a 
real problem if injuries hit the 
lineup. 

Kennedy is a two-time 
NCAA regional champion (142 
in 1989 and 150 last season) 
who earned All-American hon¬ 
ors by finishing fourth at last 
year's NCAA Division Two 
Championships. The 5-8 junior 


has compiled 50 wins in his 
first two seasons and could 
become the school’s all-time 
win leader before the conclu¬ 
sion of the 1990-91 season. He 
won his weight class at the 
Springfield, Plymouth State, 
and NCAA Regional tourna¬ 
ments during the course of last 
year. 

Milinazzo nearly earned 
himself a trip to the NCAA 
Championships, losing in the 
regional finals. The Chiefs best 
bet at 126 pounds, Milinazzo 
also took a second at the 
Springfield tournament, then 
missed a good portion of the 
schedule with injuries. Nolan, 
who will move up to 190, is 
one of only two seniors on the 
roster. He finished fourth at the 
NCAA regional meet at 177. 

Lynch expects to use red- 
shirt freshman Nathan Nichol¬ 
son at 118, Milinazzo at 126 
and freshman Brett Dowling at 
134. Nicholson wrestled five 
matches last year (1-4) before 
being injured and missing the 
remainder of the season. 
Sophomore Jim McSweeney 
coaid also work his wav into 
the picture at 134 or 142.

Lynch has quality and depth. 
At 142, sophomore Jim Har¬ 
rington, senior Tom Siopes, 
Junior Jim Paik, and freshman 
Mark DuBois will battle for the 
starting nod. Harrington is a 
transfer from Norwich Univer¬ 
sity. Siopes has not wrestled 
since 1987-88 when he com¬ 
piled a 7-10 mark. Paik was 
0—7-1 last year in limited 
action. 

Kennedy holds the fort at 
150 forcing junior Rich Mal- 
lette to move either up or down 
a weight class. Mallette took 
third at the NCAA Regionals 
last year at 142. If Mallette 
moves to 158, he will contest 
with sophomore Ron DePesa, 
last year's starter, and junior 
Dante Varrasso. DePesa was a 
fourth place finisher at the 
NCAA Regionals at 158 last 
year. DePesa can move to 167 
where he will face Mike Giblin 
and sophomore Keith Sullivan 
for the starting nod. 

Sophomore Dan Fagan, 
junior Tom Colomey, and fresh¬ 
man Tim Crisostomo will vie 
for the starting nod at 177. 
Nolan and sophomore heavy¬ 
weight Rob Hale round out the 
line-up.

Women’s Tennis 1990 


The ULowell women’s tennis 
team has established itself as 
one of the top Division 2 teams 
in New England the last two 
seasons. The Chief’s 10-1 
record and NECC Champi¬ 
onship in 1989 stood as their 
best season ever until the 1990 
team rolled to a 12-1 record, 
successfully defended their 
NECC Championship, and 
placed second at the New Eng¬ 
land Div. Two Championships. 

The Chiefs proved they match 
up with Div. 1 programs during 
the season. They handily 
defeated the U-Maine, 8-1, and 
their only loss came in a match 
shortened by darkness against 
the UNH, 4-2. 

“One of the reasons we were 
successful was because we had 
a lot of depth after losing only 
one person from last year,” 
coach Barbara Capone said. 
“We were strong all the way 
through our lineup. We had 
quality players on the court for 
every match.” 

More impressive than the 
amount of wins ULowell post¬ 
ed was the fashion they posted 
them in. The Chiefs shutout 
their first opponents, 9-0, and 
did not lost a singles or doubles 
match until a Bentley win in 
third doubles September 24 
stopped a 44-match winning 
streak. Excluding the loss to 
New Hampshire, the Chiefs 
never lost more than two 
matches to an opponent. Alto¬ 
gether, the Chiefs won 131 of 
152 (.862) individual and dou¬ 
bles matches. 

ULowell swept the NECC 
Championships with frosh Joy 
Higgins winning at 1st singles, 
sophomore Tracy Capone tak¬ 
ing the 2nd singles crown, the 
duo of senior captain Donna 
Leonard and junior Fiorina 
Raducanu capturing the 1st 
doubles title, and junior Laura 
Marshall and soph. Valerie 
LaBelle prevailing at 2nd dou¬ 
bles. 

Leonard capped her career by 
winning the New England 
Championship at 4th singles 
and finished the season with a 
perfect 16-0 record. She lost 
only three sets all year and won 


202 of 273 games (.740). 
Leonard and Raducanu enjoyed 
much success as the Chiefs 2nd 
doubles team, winning 18 of 19 
matches and 29 of 32 sets. For 
her career, Leonard finished 
with a 37-20 (.649) record in 
singles play. 

“Donna was the main cog in 
the wheel, the player who held 
everything together,” Capone 
said. “She was someone the 
other players could look up to 
and relate to on and off the 
court. She is a great 
sportswomen.” 

Higgins was a freshman sen¬ 
sation winning 19 straight 
matches before falling for the 
first time in the NE Champi¬ 
onships 1st singles final. The 
loss came against Merrimack’s 
Jen Hatem, whom Higgins had 
defeated earlier in the season in 
a match between the top Div. 2 
singles players in New Eng¬ 
land. Higgins’ 19 match wins 
were the most in Chiefs history 
and she won 35 of 39 sets. 

“We were especially thrilled 
to get a hold of Joy this sea¬ 
son,” Capone said. “We lost 
our number one player from 
last year (Stacy Therrien, who 
was 15-3 and NECC Champi¬ 
on) and Joy filled that spot and 
had a better season than Stacy 
had last year. We look forward 
to her being here the next few 
years. I’m sure she’ll get 
stronger.” 

Tracy Capone finished the 
season 14-4 to run her two-year 
record to 26-5. Higgins and 
Capone were the top doubles 
pair in the regular season and 
finished with an 11-2 record. 
LaBelle and Marshall each 
posted 12-3 singles records and- 
were runner-ups at 5ih arid bth 
single^reapectively, in the 
New England Championships. 
They teamed at the 3rd doubles 
for a 12-1 record. Raducanu 
posted a 10-5 record playing at 
third singles. 

“We only lose one player 
(Leonard) next season, so the 
future looks good,” Capone 
said. “The team always prac¬ 
tices hard and we’re playing 
better teams, so we can only get 
better.”
